WASHINGTON, August 4—When the 


Democratic tariff conferees adjourned 
to-night after an all day session it 
looked as though they were nearer to 
an agreement tban at any time thus 
far. The day closed much better than 
it opened. It has been brought out 
that the new sugar schedule submitted 
as an ultimatum by Ihe conservative 
Senators would be accepted by the 
House conferees and that there was 
little else than a formal and filial an- 
nouncement of the correspondence to 
make the agreement on sugar complete. 
So fully FRtisfled were the House con- 
ferees that the schedule would prevail 
that they urged its advantage to their 
colleagues ou the House side, and 
poi-ited out thut in their opinion it 
would reduce tho benefits nt least by 
CO per cent over tho original Semite 
schedule. One of the conferees apoke 
of the results of tbe day's work as 
equivalent to au agreement on the 
sub'ur schedule, but said it WHS not 
such a binding agreement as would cut 
o'f the possibility of disagreeing to it 
on Monday.

We hear a great deal tfrom timo to 


timo in regard to iie\v inventions' M&ich 
are coming out for tho purpone of en- 
abling a mail to fly, either from efforts 
of his own or through, the intervention 
of steam engines or other motors. It ia 
interesting to iioto the attitude •which 
tho United States patent office has taken 
in regard to such inventions. They prao 
tically destroy all claims for flying ma- 
chines beforehand, and the following is 
on abstract from what is practically a 
circular letter sent out to all attorneys 
who have mado application for flying 
machine patents. It reads as follows: 


"On talcing up this case for examina- 


tion it id found that tho invention dis- 
closed thereby is, as a whole, incapabla 
of practical operation, since without the 
assistance of gas, field or equivalent 
the device will bo incapable of ascen- 
sion. In other words, it is not useful 
Within tho meaning of tho law. 


"No evidence will be considered suffi- 


cient to demonstrate the nperativenesa 
of tiB device and warrant tho with- 
drawal of the objection made by the office 
except a working model—that is, ona 
with which it is possible to actuary as- 
cend and direct the course of flight at 
will." 


Thus it is practically useless for an) 


inventor to m.iie an application for a 
patent until he has actually succeeded 
in flying. It it barely possible that such 
a stand as this in rogard to certain in- 
ventions would not be amiss, as there 
aro more impracticable ideaa patented 
than tho world at large ha fo any idea
